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POUTWELL ON FINANCIAL HONESTY.
From the N. ¥. Tribuna

Mr, Boutwell's spoech in Philadeiphia in.
culéates two principal lessons: 1. That hon-
ety in dealing with our national financcs is
the best polioy; 2 That it is porfectiy easy.
There is no way of dodging onr obligation to
ny the debt, principal and interest, incoin or
rta equivalent, according to promise, unless
we are prepared for straighfforward repudia-
tion. Payment in greanbacks is not payment
at alll it is giving a promise to pay in exchange
for another promise, and imagining that by
that easy procoss the whole store is wiped out.
Our bonds eall for payment at a certnin date;
gupposie when the fixed times arrive, instoad
of paying them we hand omnr oreditors
groenbacks, which are mere promises to pay,
ut some future day not specified, bearing no
intérest and baving no intringic value?
Of eourse, the moment this seheme is adopted
the bonds depreciate in value, But the bonds
are the foundation of the entire banking busi-
ness of the country: they are the securities of
the national banks and savings institutions.
Whatover lessens their value shakes the eredit
of the currency which is based upon them,
and the greatest sufferers will be the savings
panks in which the working olasses have de-
posited their surplus earnings. Moreover,
when we come to excliange those Lbonds for
reenbacks we must oreate an immense over-
ssue of currency, and so deprociate our papor
still more. Who will be the principal vietims
of these disasters 7 Not the rich, for they will
make haste to exchange their bonds and cur-
reney for real estate and other spencies of pro-
porli; but the poor, whose savings will be lost
by the failure of the banks, and upon whom
the distress of high prices will fall with un.
usual soverity, Nor is this all. We are now
paying to European holders of our securities
a muoh lLigher interest than they can get at
home. If we continue paying off onr debt
honestly and quickly as we are doing now,
there is little doubt that we shall be able to
fund o lnrge part of it at four per cent., in-
stead of six, and foreign capitalists as well as
our own people will gladly take it at that rate,
in view of the certainty of prompt payment of
principal and interest. Dy this means Mr.
DBoutwell estimates that we can save annually
from §18,000,000 to 25,000,000 of interest.
Of course, if the Packer and Pendleton policy
is to prevail, we cannot hope to carry out any
such plan as this; oar bonds will be thrown
upon our hands as fast as the Earopean
holders can get rid of them, and instead of
funding at fonr per cent,, we shall hardly be
able to sell them at all. Pennsylvania will
cousider carefully, we hope, hefore voting to-
day, whether it is worth while to ve
Mr, Packer for Governor at an expense to the
country of $25,000,000 a year.

Not only 18 a strict performanceof onr obli-

ations the cheapest thing we ean do, but it
15 50 easy that the wonder is how any honest
man shonld try to escape it, In 1501 our
debt amounted to 55,000,000, Our popula-
tion at that time was about $,000,000, and
the value of property in the country proba.
bly did notexceed &1,500,000,000. Yot by 1534
that debt, and the heavy costof the war
of 1812, alko, were practicully extinguishel,
only 2300800 remaining due, so that we
actually distributed our surplus revenue
among the States, Now we have a popula-
tion of 40,000,000, and #50, 000,000,000 worth
of ]1rnpcrl{. With a dobt of #3,500,000,000 at
the close of the late war, we were therefore far
less heavily burdened them we had been at
the beginningof the century, To express it in
figures, in 1501 we owed $1 on every $18 of
proporty: in 18365 we owed #1 on every ®14;
and considering how enormously the produe-
tion of wealth has been facilitatod within the
last fifty years by labor-saving inventions,
this is aotually a difference in favor of our
present situation. In four years we lave
already reduced the debt to S2,400.000,000,
and during the seven months of CGaneral
Grant's faithful and economicnl administra-
tion the reduction hns been no less than
#£57,000,000, Under the present system of
taxation we can pay off #100,000,000 a year;
that would extinguish the debt in fourteen
years, If we reduce taxes and pay off
#050,000,000 a year, we shall wipe out the
whole interest-bearing debt in twenty-two
years., How, then, can there bie amy hesita-
tion as to our proper conrse ¢

We do not suppose the eloetions to-day will
actually direct the financial policy of the
United Btates, Even the trinmph of Packer
and Pendleton wonld not insure the adoption
of the greenback heresy to whieh they pave
given their influence. But the immediate
suceess or long postponement of the plan for
saving §25,000,000 & year by funding part of
the debt at 4 per cent. does depend upon the
prompt rejection by the American people of
every candidate who is not resolute that the
good faith of the nation shall be kept invio-
late. Mr. Pendleton is a very secomplished
gentloman; Mr, Packer is asnbstantial oitizen;
but wa ean't afford to have them for (lover-
nors of Obio and Pennsylvania at a cost of
§25,000,000 n year.

Contrariwise, it
confesses it, by implication, thus: —

“This we regard as one of the most damaging s
saults upon the reputation of General Grant for com-
mon #ense aod ordinary sagacity that we luave aver
met with, I It be trae that he coubd have had the
continued and cordial support of the Sun op the
simple condition of giving nn oMce 1o its editor, was
he not afool not to give It? Constdering how many
affices General Grant has given sway o men who
deserved nothing, and who have since done nothing
but dammage s administration and help in breaking
down his party ; consldering how laviah he was in
besfowing honors and emoluments on his relations
and oronfes, 1t certainly would have been pradent If
he had given a little variety to bis programime by en-
listing an able editor or twoln such & way as 1o
make them the hearty defenders of his @ool acts
and “the shrewd apologists of  Wis  lneviteble
blunders,”

That is to say, if it is to the immediate in.
terast of CGivant to secure the silence of the
press by bribing editors, is he not a “'fool”
unloss he does it? The serene unconscious-
ness of any distinction between right and
wrong which such a declaration as this im-
Jies 16 of o piece, to be sure, with the con.

Even President Grant has
not sunk so low as not to be able to despise
nttacks which are instigated by so sordid a
motive ag this, even though they go the
len of char him with ocorrupt com-
I:Iiaq:; in the du‘gnggs of aknot of gold gam.-
slers, When a trader in reputations confesses
that the failure of an attempt to levy black
mail moves him to blacken roputations, the
objeot of hig ribald spite can very well afford
to laugh at him,

Bnt public mischief may, nevertheless, be
wronght by such avowals as this, In the
first place, they lead people to suspect the
sincerity of many attacks upon the adminis-
tration which are dictated by a senso of pub-
lie duty, and not by the private apite which
animates such asennlts ns those of Mr. Dana,
Here, supporters of the administration may
ronsonably say, is one newspaper which con-
siders the President a *‘fool” for refusing to
buy its npﬁlrohution. and therenpon gives him
gratis its abuse, May wo not suppose that
the same feeling is at the bottom of other
criticisms, the authors of which nre yet too
shirewd to betray the grounds of their hos-
tility as Mr, Dana has betrayed his?

For ourselves, and for the whole docent
portion of the American press, we disclaim
participation in sach sentiments us theses of
the Sun, It is too obvions to need more
than mere statement thal it is essential to the
value of newspaper eriticism that it shonld be
entirely disinterested. The men who admin.
ister it must be entirely beyond either the
open bribe of money or the scarvesly less open
bribe of office. If they do not write solely in
the interest of their client, the publie, their
strictures are not worth a straw. If they
praise officials because they hope to get office
from them, and attack them when they have
failed to get office from thewm; or if they pan-
der to the baser portion of the psople with
reckless abuse, and make of what should be a
public guide merely a catch-penny private
adventure, they not only render their own re-
marks worthless, and their own characters
contemptible, but they bring into disrepute
the press of which they form a port.

It is to fix this disrepute where it belongs
that we take this notice of My, Dana and his
paper. We believe thal there is no othor
journalist of any standing in the conntry
who would be or who would avow himsell to
be influenced by such motives as be has taken
for granted that all jonmalists are iufluenced
by. The conduet of a man at the head of n
wmetropolitan newspaper who permits his pub-
lic utterances to be dietated by his private
grivdges can only be characterized as vas-
cally. And a journalist who assimes that
such grudges are a common motive of aclion
to all his brethren is guilty, in addition, of a
flagrant insult to the honoralle members of
his profession.

THOSE SPANISH GUNBOATS.

Thirty Spanish gunboats are being built in
this city, orin the neighborhood, for some
object which up to the present time it is difi-
cultto determine., The Peruvian government
believed that Spain had hostile intentions
towards the Pernvian nation; but this idea
being ridienled by Herrano's agents here, we
let it pass, Chili may also be regarded safe,
1t is hardly possible that the proud Dons will
agoin attempt the undertaking of reconstrnet-
ing the Dominican repnbilie, and as for this
warlile fleet being intended for operations
against the Ever Faithful Isle, it is sheer non.
sense; for have we not been informed, time and
time agnin by good and reliable anthority—
Spanish, of conrse—that the Caban revolution
isn mere nothing; that the insurgents have no
government, no money, no men in arms, no
seaports, in fact, that they have nothing that
can entitle them to recognition? To be sura,
Spain has sent troops to Cuba; but then it
wmnst be borne in mind that the Spanish trea-
sury is full, the people are proud and warlike
snd ambitious for display, and perhiaps the
forces that bave been or are being sent from
Cudiz are only intended for exhibition and to
impress upon the youthful republic of the

United States what it might expect if it
shionld dare to recognize the .insurgents
What if four Governments have already

looked with favor and sympathized with the
Ilebels? They are only republies, DBat that
Spein is not pleased with their notion is evi-
dent from the fact that she has sel her foot
down and declared that mno furlher
recognition will be permitted. In face of
all this wounld it not be madness for
the United States to recognize the
pulriots ? Can anything more foreibly be
nsserted in vindication of mnon-intervantion
on our part 7 Has mot Spain a standing army,
@ pgreat navy, immense resources, and power-
ful allies? Has she not a fleet of gunboats
building here which, in the event of their
getling to sen and having no Cnban ports to
guard, might, if the United States Govern-
ment was g0 reckless as to recognize Caba,
blockade our harbors and destroy our com.
maerce ! What if Spain did shelter the Snmter
and the Alabama hofore her Governmoent
recognized the belligerent rights of the

slaveholdors' Rebellion? Had she mnot
a perfect right to do so, for is she
not strong, and was she not at one
time mistress of the seas ? Things have

taken a more serions turn than the people
think. Without a standing army, what could
we do against Spain? ‘These are thoughts
which are worthy of consideration, serious or
otherwise, Is tho republic of the West, then,
in danger? or what does the threat of Spain
and Spanish journalists amount to ? Bimply
this—idle bombast, and nothing more. Why,
the United States would, if Spain becamo
presmnptuons, think no more of chastising
her than a schoolmaster, with his birchen
rod, would hesitate to flog an ill.behaved boy.
Let these blustering, bombastic Spaniards
cease this nonsense, and speak of the situation
a4 it presents itself as thoughtful and sensible
wen.
